Thou Devil among good 
ones; with what face canſt thou ſap thou loveſt me, and ſeeſt 
all thoſe wzetched Creatures readp to diſpzove thee: whoſe 
berp wounds pet ſpit bloody defiance upon thee: and foz 
which believe, thy deareſt life ſhall anſwer; In nomine Patris,

reſted. 
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CHAP: XI. 
How the Fox was arreſted and judged to DEATH. 


Pon this Arreſt a Parliament was called, and every 
U voice went that Reynard ſhould be executed: notwith⸗ 
ſtanding be anſwered every objection ſeveral, thougb great 
Art was uſed both in tbe one and the other, to the wonderful 
admiration of all that heard him : But witneſſes examined 
and everp pzoof made pꝛegnant, the Fox was condemn d and 
judgment was given, that be ould be hanged till bis body 
was dead.

an hundred miles in lcſs than an hour, which was appzoved 
by Clamades the Rings Son; who not believing in the En⸗ 
gine. and being poung and luſtp,leapt upon the Bozſe, and pze⸗ 
ſentlp{rampart turniug a pin that ſtood in theBzeſt of the Ty- 
gine, mobed and went out of the Palace thzongb the Win: 
dows, and in the firſt minute he was gone at leaſt ten miles. 
Clamades was much affrighted at the wonder, and imagined 
(as the Storp ſaid) that he ſhould never have returned back a 
gain: But ok this long journep, much fear,great/trouble,and 
inünite jop, when pe bad learned to manage and govern the 
woden Beaſt, J leave to ſpeak foz tediouſneſs ſake ; onlp 
the higb vertue of all iſſued from the Wood. 

Df this Wood the Glaſs: caſe was made, being larger than 
the Glaſs by half a foot and moze, ſquare; upon which verge 
was cecypbered divers many ſtrange Piſtozies in Gold, in 
Silver, Sables, Yellow, Azure and Cpnope : and theſe 
Colours were very curiouſly waought and interlaid together, 
and under each Piſtorp tbe wo2zds ſo engraven and ename! 
led, that any Man might read the wþole Stozy.: believe it, 
the Wozld never pzoduced a thing of greater wozth luſter oz 
pleaſure, In the upper part thereof fisod a Porſe in bis 
natural glory, fat, fair, and fiery, which bzaved a ſtatelp 
Hart which ran befoze him; but ſeeing be could not overtake 
this Part in ſwiftaeſs, at which be infinitely diſdaived, be 
went to a Perdſman ftanding by, and told him if he would 
belp him to take a Part which he would ſhew him, be ſhould 
babe all the pꝛoñt of the conqueft, as the Porns, Skin and 
Fleſh: Tþen the Þerdſman asked him what means be 
ſhould uſe to get him: the Porſe ſaid, Mount upon my Back, 
and J will bear thee after him; till with tiring we take him. 
The Perdſman took bis offer, and beſiriding the Pogſe, 
followed the Deer; but be fted away ſo faſt, and got ſo 
much ground of the Pozſe, and with much labour the pozſe 
grew wearp , and he bade the Perdſman light, foz be 
would reſt him a while. But the the Perdlman ſaid, A 
habe a Bzidle an tþy Head, and Spurs on my Peels, therefoze 
know thow art now mp Servant, neither will I part with

it, but J wili ſtudp to have my Loads favour as much as the 
Pound, if not in greater meaſure. Anon the Maſter of the 
Pouſe came home, and the Aſſe lifting up bis tail, leapt

This mp Father hearing from him he moſt truſted and being 
then in the hight of his purſuit wearied, and almoſt ſpent, 
be ſet bis Male flip from his Sbouldiers, to make bimſelf ſo 
much the lighter ; pet all avail'd not, foz the Pounds were 
fo ſwift thep had caught him, bad be not by chance eſpied a 
bole into which be entred, and eſcaped tbe Pounds and 
Puntſmen, Then you may ſee the falſe Faith of the Cat, 
ike whom there map be manp living at this time; and though 
this might well excuſe me from loving the Cat, vet my Souls 
bealth and charity binds me to the contrary, and A wiſh bim 
no hurt, though bis misfoztunes ſhall never be grievous to 
me: not ſo much foz hatred, as the remembzance of bis An⸗ 
juries, which often contends againſt mp Reaſon.

neſs. All this, and a wozld moze than IJ can well remember, 


was cur. v:1iip waought on this Glaſs : foz the Wozk-maſter 
thereof was the cunningeſt and p2ofoundeſt Clark in all 
Sciences that ever bzearhed, And becauſe the Jewels were 
too good and paecious foz me to keep, therefoze I ſent them 
to the King and Queens Majeſties as a Pzeſent, to witneſs 
mp Faith and Service: be that pad ſeen what ſozrow 
my Cbhildzen made when J ſent the Glaſs awap, would have 
wondzed; foz bp reaſon of the great virtue therein, they 
oft gazed in the ſame ; both to. behold themſelves, and to ſee 
bow their Cloathing and Apparel became them. 

Little did Athen imagine good Kay ward was ſo near his 
death: foz, than but bimſelf, and Bellin the Kam, J knew 
no Peſſenger wozthp to carry ſuch a ÞPzeſent, But J will 
ſearch the whole Wozld, but J will find che Purtherer; foz 
Purther cannot be pid.

But the troubles of affairs map well bzced fozgetfulnels 
in Rings, otherwiſe pour Majeſip might call to mind pow 
when the King pour Father lived, and peu vere a Pzince 
not above two years old nip Father came from the School 

at Mountpelier, where be had ſiudied five pears the Art of 
Pbzfick and was expeart in all the Pzinciples thereof, and 
ſs famous in thoſe Daps, that he wore Cloaths of Silk and. 
a GoldenGirdle, Now when be was conie to the Court, 
be found the King in great e:tremity of ſickneſs, ( which 
was no little grief unto him, oz he loved the Bing moſt 
dearlp ) and the King rejopced at bis fight, and would not 
ſufier him to be out of his pzeſence, All others might walk. 
wbither they would, only he muſt ever be near him. Then 
ſaid pour Father, Reynard, J am exceeding fick, and A feel 
mp fickneſs increafing. Mp Father anſwered, Py Lozd, 
pere is a Urinal, make Water therein, and as ſoon as A 
bebold pour ſtate J will give pou mp opinion. Tbe Ring 
did as he was adviſed fog he truſted not any equal with 
b. m.) Then ſaid my Father, Pp beſt Lozd, if pou will be 


| Faſed of pour grief, you muſt needs eat the Liquor of a 


Wolf of ſeven pears old, oz ciſe your Diſeaſe is incurable. 

The Wolf at that time ftood by pour Father, but ſaid 
nothing, wheceupon the Ring ſaid; Sir licgrim, pou hear 
bow there is nothing which can cure me but pour Liquoz, 
The Wolf replicd, Not ſo mp Load, foz Jam not pet full 
five pears old. At is no matter ( anſwered mp Father ) let 
bim be opened, and when Jſee the Liguoz, J will tell you 
if it be medicinable. Then was the Wolf carried to the 
Ritchin, and bis Liquoz taken out, which the Ring did 
eat, and was paeſencipy cured of his ſickneſs. Then tbe 
King thanked mp Father, and commanded all bis Subjects 
on pain of death, from thercefozth to call bim Maſter cy 
ard. So he abobe ftill abaut the Bing, walking by bis 
ſide, and was truſted in all things, and the Bing gave him 
(foz an honour ) a Garland o; Voſes, which be muſt ever 
wear 
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wear upon his Head. But theſe remembꝛances are all loft 
and gone, and his Enemies are now only advanced ; Uirtue 
is put back, and Innocence Ives in ſozrow ; foz when Baſe: 
neſs and Covetouſneſs are made Commanders, rhep neither 
know themſelves noꝛ look at the lowneſs from whence they 
are riſen, Thep habe no Hearts foz pity, noz Cars foz the 
pov2 Pans cauſe, Gold is the Gole they run to, and Gifts 
the God which they wozfhip. What great Mans Gate doth 
not look upon Cobetouſneſs? where is not Flatters enter: 
tained? and what Pzince rakes bate at his own pzaiſes ? 


But ſhould greatneſs need their honeſt ſervice, well might 


they ſtarve ere thep could gain that implopment? foz like 
Wolves, thep bad rather ſee their Maſters die then lend 
them the leaſt part of their Liquos. ©

fo:e J was fir to ſerve in time of neceſsitp: Then pou bade 
me to divide it, and J did it, aud gave one half thereof to 
your Pajeſty, the other palf to the Queen: as foz the Mug⸗ 
gets, Liver, Lungs, and all cþe Inwards, I ſeat them to 
the young [Pzinces pour Childzen: As foz2 the Head I gave 
it ta [{:zrim the Molt, and took unto mp ſelf but the Feet 
onlp.

Jnever ſaw one of theſe Perſons 
till this very fime J came into pour Majeſties pzeſence , 
no2 ever did J ſee , oz had knowledge of the other , till 
Jſaw bim here in Court, J know not what either uf 
them can ſap of me, Brindle they map indeed have known, 
becauſe thep were in the ſame Youſe with him but tis 
impoſſible thep ſhould either of them have known me be- 
foze thep came hitber; noꝛ was J ever in their Countrey,. 
therefoze could not poſſiblp ſee o2 know their Ponaſterp. 
J bope pour Majeſty will not give credit to the falſe Te- 
ſtimonp of Strangers, and New-comers, againſt one 
of your Majeſties moſt faithful Servants , thþoa Stran- 
ger alſo.

warning. The Fox bearing this, ſpake as follows. 


Your Majeſty, Dread Soveraign, and all you Nobles 

and Commoners, that ſhall hear me this day, may ve- 
ry well:in me, and in the various changes of my life; ob- 
ſerve the mutability, unconſtancy, and uncertainty of 
Worldly Proſperity.

The Fox who expected to be purſued, ſaw ma- 
ny of them; but durſt not fhew himſelfto any, until be 
eſpied Brocker the Badger, to whom pe thus ſpake, 
Sir Brocket, My Old Friend, Jam very joyſul to ſee 
pou. Jam no leſs glad J have found pou , Sir Rey- 
nardine, quoth the Badger, but are you ſenſible of the 
danger pou are in? Pere are a great number Beaſts ent- 
tred this Ringdam in queſt of pon, whom if thep take 
nd carry alive into 'Feraria,thep ſhall be highly Reward: 
ed; and he that alone takes pou and carries you alive 
to Court, is pꝛomiſed no leſs than a Lo2dſhip : if he 
cannot take pou alive, he ſhall haveagreat Kecompence 
foꝛ ponr-Þead pꝛeſented to the Bing. Jknow pou may 
eſcape all theſe well enough, if 2ou be careful ; but how 
92 which wap pou will evade Quick-ſc-nr (who is moze 
than all your other Purſuers ) Jcannot tell, UWhen I 
know pour Lodging, J will divert them from pou as well 
as Zcan. Then did the Fox after great thanks given 
to the Badger, few him his Lodging. Pereupon thep 
agreed where to meet everp Night, then the Badger left 
bim, and the remainder of that day and every day after,

be carefully waited foz the coming of ſome of the pur: 
ſuers, whom he always directed further and further from

Ferox the Tyger was by him ſent (ear to a Coun- 
try Uillage , that all the Uillagers were up in Arms 


- againſt him; but he ſtoutly defending himſelf, and the 


Xownſmen being afraid , eſcaped with Life, rho wound: 
ed in the Thigh, with an Arrow ſhot at bim. This 
Woygd pzoved ſogrievous to him, that be Curſed the 
dap ofhisſetring out, aud haſtned all be could out of 
that Birgdom ; reſolving never moze to purſue the Fox : 
ſo home he went limping as kaſt he could. | 
Orſon rhe Bear was ſent another way, but he either 
miſtaking the Directions the Badger gave, oz thzough 
bis own Careleineſs, entring a Field inſtead of a Lane 
( thzough which be ſhould have paſſed ) diſturbed the 
Feaſt of ſevep oz eight Shepherds ſar down to Dinner 
with their Dogs by them. The Shepherds and their 
Dogs aſſault the Bear, who defends himſeif as wells 
he can, At length Orſon ſozelp bitten, and extreamlp 
wozried-with the Dogs, laid himſelf down as bzeath⸗ 
leſs, The Shepherds ſceing this, called off their Dogs 
and immediately put a King into his Snout ; by which, 
after they had muzled his mouth, they (with the help 
of a Rope) tied him to a Trees; where after they had 
ended their Dinner, thep left him till towards Night. 
Then they ſold the Bear to aGertleman that kept him foz 
bis pleaſure to be Baited with Dogs as often as he plea- 
ſed : So that he lived a miſerable Life, wozſe than 
death it ſelf, 
Corniger the Part, having bzoke into a Park, was 
found by the Keeper , amongſt other Parts, and Punt⸗ 


Tauro 
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Tauro the-Bulb bad. no better foz tune: fog he was 
found fighting; with a Bull of that Cauntrep . bad a 
Rope caſt about þis Yozns-, was Balted with Dogs) 
and then ſold to Butcher. 

Hippus the Yozſe ſped not ſo ill; vet he ( being a Stray, 
as thep call beaſis without an Owner) was taken up foz 
the Kings uſe, who kept him among bis Chariot hogſes, 
where be was well uſed ( tho a Slave ). all the daps of 
his Life, 

Kamo the Camel bad the ſame Foztune , not to be 
lain; but made a Slave he was, and confirainedtgear- 
rp heavy Burtbens as long as be lived. 

Climeroek the Goat ſped wözſe than theſe : foz he 
was taken among an Herd of Goats of that Countrey, 
and: was ( bp the Goatherd ſoon after) fingledout with 
ſome few others to be flain by the Butchers Knife. 

Grunt the Swine underwent the ſame fate, tho in 
another manner: foz Squire Careleſs the Pꝛodigal(Rey- 
nardine*s Paſter , as the next Chapter ſhews ) with his 
Dogs, and ether Companions of his, being gone fozth 
an hunting, met him; at the fight of whom they were 
greatip ama zed , ſaping, Þere's a Wild Boar | what 
ſhall we do ? Carcleſs the Pꝛodigal ſa id, be of gogd Cheer 
Hirs, Al warrant pou we kill him. So tbep a failed 

the Boar , who ſtoutly defended himſelk long, killed ſome 
of the Dogs , and hurt one of the Pen; but at length, 
being run thzough with a Boar-ſpear , which one of the 
Company had, be was quickly after killed. His dead 
bodp the Fox to his great content, ſaw it carried into 
vis Paſters Ritchin. 

The other inkerioz Beaſts that came in purſuit of the 
Fox, were moſt of them killed fo2 their Skins oz 
Ale ſome few only eſcaped to carry the r in: 
to Feraria, -

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- Witleſs the Alu., the Badger had not diretted to go a 
np whithor . bur let him range where he pleaſed, judg- 
ing it impoſſible he ſhould eber take the For.

To him be went ſoftly, and ſeized him, pzeſently car⸗ 
rping him out of the Gate. The Fox knowing he was 
taken, was ſurpzized with extream fear and amazement ; 
but after he perceivedin whole Cuſtody he was, he was 
the better ſatisfied, and ſpake to the Aſs as follows. 
Sir Wirleſs, Jam now where J would be, thanks to dur 
great Goddeſs Foztune who hath now fully anſwered my 
Requeſts : fo2 being weary of my Life, and knowing 
well ſo man pfierce and uncivil Beaſts of mp own Coun⸗ 
trep , were come out in purſicit of me, Jalwaps defired 
ts fall into pour Pands, and be by pou taken, Sur- 

render my ſelf J durſt not, foz fear of my other Nur⸗ 
ſuers, who will certainip (if they meet us) reſcue me 
out of pour Cuſtody, and murther pou (to be ſure) 
to have the Honour pꝛomiſed to themſelves, Jſaw pou 
coming towards the Gate, which I p2eſentiy unbolted 
befoze you came near, that pou might eafily thzuſt in 
pour Head, and ſeeing me, ſeize me as your Pziſoner. 
I did indeed feign my ſelf aſleep, becauſe I feared, if 
pou found me in anp other poſture, pou would ſuſpect 
I had ſome deſign to dzaw you into a Snare; and ſo / be⸗ 
ing, as pou are very wiſe and cir cumſpect) war ilp eſchew 
the danger, and J by that means be fruſirated of my 
bope.

ſee him choakt ere J will take a bit of Pbpyſick of him. 
Mp thinks Jalready hear mp ſelf called, the Ponoura⸗

J well re⸗ 
member this very laſt Winter , in a verp cold fraſtp ſea- 
fon, when all our ſtoze was eaten up, our Maſter cal⸗ 
led us all together, and bid us follow bim; then did pe 
lead us about ſeven Fur longs from this place, to à be-

D 
the thoughts of this LozdHHip is even ready to beak my 
beart. But Fil run awap with all ſpeed, whenſoeber 
this Pꝛiſan oog is opened. As pe ſaid, ſs-þe did the 
next Pozning, - Foz being not tied, whereas bis Pa: 
ſter thought he had left him tied, be went out with the 
other Alles, who ſtood ſtili to have their Wack-ſadles 
put on, but he ran awap as faſt as be could, His a- 
fier miſſing him., ſoonran after. and having over-took 
bim, bang d him ſoundly.

ip embelifhed wich the trueſt Emblems of pour Nobili- 
ip 
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ty. J have ſeen many Nobles,but none like pour Lo2d- 
thip. I perceive accozding to the Art of Perauldzy, 
Pour Ponours Coat-Arms muff needs be rhe Pack- 
ſaddle and bundle of Fagots, Field Nerd, emblazon'd 
with Halters and Girts. So Noble a Coat none of 
pour Lozdſhips Anceſtozs could euer pzetend to. The 
Als bearing þimfelf thus flouted by bim, who was 
( as be tpaugbt) the ſole- accafion of bis Slavery, 
reſolved to kill him if poſſible. - But as be ran to- 
wards the Fox, intending to. trample him under his 
feet, he brake his Girts, dows- fell his Wood, and 
the Fox ran away laughing. Dis Sager ſeeing this,

His Taking by Quick ſcent the Lurcher. 


e Fox efsaping from Quick-ſcent the Lurcher , 
2s is above ſhewed (in the 26 th Chapter) and 
_ WV coming into the Kingdom of Zalap, well knew 
be could hot ſafelp ther? live, without being either kil⸗ 
led, oz takenfoz a Slave, 'Therefoze be purpoſed with 
all ſpeed to put dimſelt᷑ into ſome Gentle man 8 Service, 
and with him to make #s good terms fo bis Liberty ag 
pe could. Accozdingly'þe went directly to the Bouſeof 
one Squire Careleſs (which Pouſe ſeemed to him a ſtate⸗ 
lp Palaee, and it was by Hen called theSquire's place) 
who took great delight in Novelties, and to entertain 
Grange Beaſts , many of which be at that time kept. 
pen the Squire 'faw-the- For, be asked bim of what 
Countrey he was? He Anſwered,be was bozn in Fera- 
ria, but by reaſon of his great Enemies be durſt no 
longer dwell there. What is thy Name, faid the Squire. 
Py Name Sir, quoth the Fox, is Reyvnardine, and 4 
came hither purpoſely foentreatyourWozſthips Patzon⸗ 
age , that Jmap live ſafely witbout fear of them that 
feek mp Life. But ſaid the Squire, What canft thou 
Ds towards a Livelybood ? J bave too many to feed alrea⸗ 
dy, that live idlp and do nothing. Hir all J requeſt of 
pour Lo2dfhip ( ſaid the Fox) is only a dzp Lodging, 
and mp Liberty to go in and out, as JſeeDccaſion, ex 
ſpetiallp in the Night. If theſe be granted me, J ſhall 
be ſo far from wanting Food of my own pꝛobiding, that 
I ſhall be in a Capacity now and then, to pꝛeſent pour 
Wozſhip with a touple of Ducks , a fat Gooſe, Capon, 
„ poun sg. 
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young Kabbets, Pullets , Chickens, oz the like. All 
that J want at-pzeſent is only my Dinner this day, af: 
ter ward J ſhall need no further Allowance from pour 
_ Wozfhip. Squire Careleſs, glad to bear his new Servi⸗ 
toz thus ſpeak , pzeſentiy called foz his Huntſman , 
commanding bim to feed Reynardine among his Bounds 
that day. The Puntſman obeyed, but the Bounds at 
ſight of the Fox were all in an Up2oay; pet after he 
was removed to eat bis meat further off, that Tumult 
"ceaſed. So the Fox came no moze in fight of the Bounds, 
foz he needed not; becauſe his Maſter had o2dered ſeve: 
ral ſecret Paſſages to be made under the Walls (that 
encloſed his Court⸗Hards, Garden and Dchard) ſo 
that be could go in and out at his pleaſure, dap oznigþht. 
The Court-Yards were befoze and behind the Pouſe , 
and the Garden and D2chardof each fide. Pere the Fox 
lived ſafely. (except bis being taken by the Als) until 
all his Purſuers, ſave Quick-ſcenr only, were taken, 
flain oz fled; and foz ſome time after, till bis Paſters 
extream Pꝛodigality conſtrained him to bzeak up Youſe: 
keeping, and fip to avoid the furp of his Creditozs. Alt 
the other Beaſts that Squire Careleſs had kept were 
divided among his Creditozs ; and had not Reynardine 
eſcaped by one of the befoze-mentioned ſecret: Paſſages, 
be bad been ſhared among the reft.:. 


This Diſaſter happening, the Fox was now at a

Foz he durſ 
not keep anp, becauſe of the Charge. be i ib dune 
like a Slave, and pincht pis own Belly to ſabe his gh 
nep; but was Glutton⸗like when invited to anthers 
Table. To this goodlpy Maſter the Fox reſolved ta pze: 
ſent bis Service, not doubting but that bis own Thefts 
would be pigblp acceptable to ſo great a Thief, There⸗ 
foze waiting bis Dppoztunity, be went to pim into big 
Pard, and thus ſpake: Reverend Sir, J am a pogz 
Stranger in Diffreſs ;. and mo2e he would þabe ſaid, 
but Gripe the Piſer interrupted bim, ſaping , What is 
that to me? Whence come pou , and where lived pou 
laſt? To this the Fox anſwered , Sir J laſt lived with 
Squire Carele(s. Ab! quoth Gripe, and becauſe pou 
belp'd to unde that Pzodigal Kaſcal , therefoze pou in: 
tend to endeavour my undoing aiſo; awap Piſcreant, 
get pou gone, oz All ſend you packing, Day Sir 
bear me one wozd,, ſaid the Fox, and J will go as ſoon 
as pou pleaſe.
